l * ,8 Th* indications are. however, that there 
will be a sharp increase in the price and a Chi¬ 
cago expert predicts that it will go as high 
as $1.50 a bushel. It may go as high as $2. 
The total production of eleven of the principal 
wheat producing countries is expected to be 
286.000.000 bushels less than the aggregate 
output last year and this is sure to cause a 
marked stiffening of the price. ITe value ofThe 
Canadian crop this year on the whole 
therefore will equal that of last year. I his. 
however, is not going to afford much 
consolation to the growers in the districts 
which have suffered most heavily from the 
long drought. 

Plainly, wheat growing is very much of a 
lottery and even in the most favorable year 
there are many’farmers who draw blanks. Last 
year's production was the largest in Canada * 
history, but there were many growers who 
were just able to. keep ahead of the sheriff.

official mind to an extent sufficient to prevent 
any further resort to constructional material 
from the Baltic states or other foreign countries.

And it has been shown, was shown 
in the case of the dais, that ample British 
Columbia lumber is on hand in Britain to fur¬ 
nish the requisite material for these various 
structures.
